CJreat Importance Attached to a Re- 


n or the C'«mmitie«>*. 


Inasmuch as there Trill be no content 


over the election of a Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, it has been 
supposed Mr. Carlisle -would announce 
Ms committees much earlier than usual, 
and that Congress would be fully or- 
ganized within one -week after its meet- 
ing. It is possible, however, that gome 
delay in the organization may be pro- 
duced by other causes. If the proposed 
changes in the rnles are made, dividing 
the -work of preparing the appropriation 
bills among the different committees, 
the Speaker will be required to exercise 
unusual care in the formation of the 
committees on pensions t/ postofflce and 
postroads, naval affairs, military affairs, 
foreign affairs, commerce and tigricul- 
ture, for upon each of these committees 
will devolve ths labor of preparing onf 
of the appropriation bills, if the Appro- 
priation Committee is shorn of some of 
its present powers, and there will be 
great rivalry among the Representatives 
to secure positions upon them. Mr. 
Carlisle will be able to learn from inter- 
views with individual Congressmen, be- 
fore Congress meets, whether the major- 
ity of the Democratic members favor a 
revision of the rules. Present indica- 
tions are that a majority will favor such 
changes as huve been proposed, and 
other changes that will be KUgge&ted. It 
the Speaker is satisfied of tbis fact ho 
•will not delay hit> work. There are quite 
a number of Democratic Ivepresenta^ves 
who think that before the committees 
aie icnrned a Democratic caucus should 
bu held, ut which the views of the ma- 
jority on this question can bs ascer- 
tained. It is noticeable, with few excep- 
tions, that the m^u of most influence 
and experience in the House have re- 
fused to express publicly a positive 
opinion as to the wisdom of revising tbe 
rules in the manner suggested by Mr. 
Springer. The question is au impoitant 
one, and U is not to be decided hastily 
»nd without lull deliberation, bprmger 
said to a representative that the move- 
ment in favor of a better code of rules, 
Beems to be very popular. He addt-d. 
"A proper revision of the rules would 
obviate further trouble and conflict be 
tween the two Houses, because of riders 
on appropriation bills. In ths House, 
legislation, is put upon the ajipropi-ia- 
tion bill.-; because of the difficulty of 
procuring it otherwise. Measures of 
importance are delayed because!, njidei 
the rules, they cannot bu reached, dud 
then toward the List, ati the only niruilu 
of getting them through, they my in- 
corporated in the uppiopriation bills. 
The Senate has determined to oppose 
riders, and every case of the kind cause* 
a controversy. Now lot a mnjonty h>,vi 
the power to call tip bills promptly, uti'i 
act upon them, and this vexed question 
•f riders will be settled."

The re-election of Senator Mitchell

A regular meeting of the Cabinet was 


held Friday. All the members w«re 
present. Tha President's message, as 
far as completed, wan road and nuaoi- 
m«usly approved. It is said to be an 
unusually 
strong paper, 
containing 


many uew and valuable suggestions. 
The question of attending the funeral 
of Vice President Hendricks was con- 
sidered, and two or three members of 
the Cabinet said it would be impossible 
for them to leave the city just mow 
without neglecting many matters which 
it la important fihould be settled before 
the meeting of Congress. The Presi- 
dent expressed his determination to at- 
tend the liiuerul. His moasags was al- 
most ready and could easily be finished 
on hU return to Indianapolis, The 
Postmaster-General and Secretaries of 
War and Navy said thair reports were 
ready and thought they would be able 
to accompany the President. The Sec- 
retary of State also thought he ceuld 
arrange to go with the party. Other 
members, however, said the affairs of 
their Departments would prevent tbair 
leaving the city. It was finally decided 
to leave the matter with each member, 
with the general understanding that all 
who consistently conld go would do so. 
The party will probably leave Monday 
morning.

The recent meeting of the Industria 
Union in Cologue hua made it certain 
that the agricultural interest will not be 
ulona in its battle against the gold stand 
ard.

Morton Frewen, author of the paper 


in the Nineteenth Century for October 
on the war against silver, writes to Wm 
Henry Hurlburt:' The idea that in the 
States silver is goipg to drive out gpld 
i», as they say in the West, rather too 
tbiu. Bauhers, of course, any so; that 
ia their busiuess. The bauljs have been 
boycotting silver for eight years and 
will, no doubt, continue to do so. They 
ara acting under orders from London 
and Berlin. If you in the States only 
knew how gold monometallism i» crip- 
pling our commerce iu Great Britain 
you would not think twice about shar- 
ing the same bed. I have heard many 
arotninent authorities on this 
Bide, 


notably two ex-governors of the Bank of 
England, express the wish that yon in 
he States would demonetize, or at least 
;ry to demonetize, silver, because the 
result would be such a collapse of trade 
n the Old World that there would be a 
scramble, especially in England, to 
monetize silver. How can you lose your 
gold, anyhow? Do you think the bal- 
ance of trade in likely to turn against 
you? Depend on it, silver is a far bet- 
>er currency medium than gold. Gold- 
seeking, on the contrary, is as much an 
ndustry us coal mining. Then why are 
vou to legislate to stimulate the former 
and depress the latter? One argument 
will always keep you from demonetizing 
ilver—the price of silver would fall. 
'ts price regulates the price at which 
rou can sell wheat and cotton in the 
English uaarkrt. 


India is becoming a very formidable 


competitor with you in these trades. If 


compare a table of the prices for 


silver and Indian exports, you will find 
;hat those of wheat have increased, and 
hat the prices have fallen because India 
has $100,000,000 interest in gold ancn- 
ally to pay to England, and with every 
all in price is obliged to increase her 
uportation, and so, whether the Dakota 
wheat-grower receives $1 a bushel or 30 
oeuta depends largelyflupon whether sil- 
ver ia selling at its present price, 94 
cents per ounce, or at its price previous 
o 1871, which was $1 25 per ounce. 


The present position of silver might, 
feel convinced, be made the lever of a 
rent industrial movement, destined to 
expand enormously the commercial im- 
)ortance of the United States. It should 
)« used in son)* such direction aa this: 
t seems to me you might open your 
'aoliic ports, and trade freely through 
hem with all nations, while continuing 
he existing tan8s on your Eastern ueo- 
>oard, for if you did this none of bur 
manufactures could ba sent round the 
world, aj it were, to the Pacific ports, 
here to make a profitable entry, but on 
he other band, China and India would 
end yon tea, rice, coffee, jo to, etc., in 
xohange for the silver of Colorado, 
Nevada and California. In this way 
on would encouarge the building of the 
mercantile marine iu the glorionx bar- 
iors of your Pacific coast, and unco a 
rade would spring up, at free-trade 
England's expense, across the Pacific, 
l would force England to buy end 
onetize silver on your terms. Thtr« 
an be no question tnat if, as we are 
old, China is waking up from the sleep 
f centuries, «b« is destined to absorb 
ilver in such quantities that ten years 
lenee the ratio of 1 to 16 may be, atto- 
ether against gold. 
As a nation, 


kerefora, yon have everything to gain 
13,continuing to support silver. Jnrig- 
ng from present appearance*, tb« gold- ' 


using nations are insolvent. The tid 
of their currency requirements i» re 
treating, leaving them stranded big 
and dry on the mud banks of a con 
tracted currency.

He did Dot live eve 
to preside over the Senate. Henurj 
Wilson, of Massachusetts, who was
